The exact nature of Brown's ill- 
ness Was not stated, but he is said 
to be suffering from a complica- 
tion of. “a any one of which 
would considered serious, 
Brown on been in poor health for 
a number of years.

ferson City was virtually destroyed 
by fire in the middle of the night 
and he was forced to go out into 
inclement —— scantily clad.

The bombers suffered a record 
loss and about 700 highly trained 
American airmen were \killed or 
captured, | 

The blow on Berlin was deliv- 
ered with the full weight of the 
United States Eig Air Force 
and with the support of hundreds 
of fighters of the Ninth Air 
Force, 

R.A. F. Night Raid. 

Royal Air Force night bombers 
kept the attack rolling, with a 
heavy blow last night on rallway 
targets at Trappes, 15 
miles southwest of Paris, and 
Mosquito bombers darted —_— 


targets in northwest Germany, all 
without loss. 


The Air Ministry said first re- 
ports on the raid at Trappes in- 
dicate the bombing was “accurate 
and well concentrated.” The 
planes may have carried the new 
six-ton block-busters. 


United States Marauder medium 
bombers flashed over Northern 
France by daylight today to pound 
military objectives there, protected 
by a canopy of fighters. 


2000 Tons of Bombs, 


More than 850 American bomb- 
ers dropped more than 2000 tons 
of bombs on Berlin yesterday and 
in the swirling aerial battles all 
the way from the Dutch coast to 
the capital and back gunners of 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
destroyed 93 enemy planes while 
fighter escorts shot down 83, a 
record for the fighters, 


It was the second highest sin- 
gie day's bag for the United 
States air forces. The record is 
the 307 German planes downed 
during the Schweinfurt and Re- 
gensburg raids last Aug. 18, 


The German high command 
communique said 140 American

GIRAUD TESTIFIES 
FORPUCHEU URGES 
TRIAL BE PUT OFF 


General Confirms. That 
Defendant Tried to Get 
Petain to Drop Col- 
laboration Policy.

ALGIERS, March: 7 (AP)— 
Gen, Henri Giraud, eommander-in- 


chief of the French: Army and 
star defense witness in the trea- 
son:trial of Pierre Pucheu, former 
Vichy Interior Minister, con- 
firmed on the witness stand today 
two points in Puchet’s testimony 
and asserted the trial should be 
postponed because “proofs are 
lacking here in North Africa.” 
Giraud confirmed Pucheu's state- 
ment that he endeavored, prior to 
the Allied landings in North Afri- 
ca, to persuade Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain to drop his policy 
of collaboration with Adolf Hitler, 
and that he came to North Africa 
at Giraud’s invitation. 

Giraud said Pucheu established 
contact with him in Lyon in Sep- 
tember, 1942, and showed him his 
report to Petain recommending 
aid to the Allies, a move which 
Giraud said he supported. Early 
in 1943, Pucheu wrote him from 
Madrid asking permission to enter 
North Africa to serve with the 
Army. 

“I thought I could not forbid 
Frenchmen from serving in the 
Army,” Giraud said. 

Speaks of Nazis With Emotion, 

Giraud stood atiffly erect, fac- 
ing the judge, throughout his tes- 
timony. In speaking of German 
pressure on French officials and 
the activities of the German Ges- 
tapo, voice ‘in emotion. 

“T have been’ struck myself,” he 
said, referring to his daughter, of 
whose. death in captivity he 
learned only last week. 

When the French National Com- 
mittee discussed Pucheu’s case 
early last summer, Giraud said, “I 
thought the (treason) charge 
should not be brought because 
proofs of such a serious. charge 
were lacking in North Africa... . 
I considered such grave cases 
should be held until our return 
into France.” 

He said that when he agreed 
Pucheu could come to North Afri- 
ca he told him he should “use a 
false name and abstain from po- 
litical action.” 

He told the Court he was sur- 
prised to learn Pucheu came un- 
der his own. name and. was ¢caus- 
ing agitation. Consequéntly he 
plaeed Pucheu under house arrest 
“to maintain order and calm.” 

Three former members of the 
‘National Council of Resistance, a 
French underground organization, 
testified yesterday, demanding 
that Pucheu be put to death. They 
said the Nationa! Council had con- 
demned Pucheu to death on suf- 
ficient documentary evidence in 
accordance “with the will of the 
French people” and urged the 
tribunal to reaffirm the sentence.

YANKS LAND BEHIND JAPS 
ON NEW GUINEA NORTH COAST 


Action Increases Threat to Madang—Ameri- 
cans in Admiralties Gain Foothold on 
Peninsula North of Airfield. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, March 
7 (AP).—While American troops 
advanced on Los Negros Island in 
the Admiralties, nited States 
forces on the northeast coast of 
New Guinea landed behind Japa- 
nese troops which have been 
blocking the Allied advance up 
the coast from Saidor toward Ma- 
dang, Gen. Douglas McArthur an- 
nounced today. 

MacArthur’s communique \said 
the troops landing on New Gilinea 
seized Yalau plantation, 30 miles 
west of Saidor, which would place 
them about 45 coastal miles from 
the enemy's Madang base.

Tokyo Radio’s Explanation 


of Supply Difficulties 
in South Pacific. 


NEW YORK, March 7 (AP).— 
The Tokyo radio acknowledged to- 


have virtually closed the South 
Pacific sea lanes to large-scale 
Japanese ship movements and 
said the task of supplying outly- 
ing bases in that area has now 
devolved upon a fleet of wooden 
ships slipping from island to 


island by night. 


“Dengue fever and Boeing 
planes,” declared a Domei broad- 
cast, are the worst enemies of 
this. wooden fleet, 

“Huge enemy task forces,” Do- 
mei said, “ply in between our sup- 
ply bases and the front lines. The 


enemy has made passage of larg- 
er transports infinitely difficult so 
the heavy responsibility of safe 
transportation of food and sup- 
plies has fallen upon the crews of 
these wooden ships. The ocean, 
upon which rains a torrent of 
bombs and shells, is the stage 
upon which these vessels per- 
form.” 

The broadcast added that the 
wooden craft “conceal themselves 
by day in the shadows of the 
islands and carry out their duties 
by night.”

ers Sunk in Italy 
Bridgehead Battle. 


LONDON, March 7 (AP).—The 
British lost two cruisers and two 
destroyers in the establishment 
and maintenance of the Nettuno 
bridgehead in Italy, it was dis- 


closed today. 

While the Admiralty an- 
mounced the loss of the famed 
cruiser Penelope without any de- 
tails, First Lord of the Admiralty 
A. V. Alexander told the House 
of Commons that the Penelope 
was sunk along with the cruiser 
Spartan andthe destroyers Janus 
and Inglefield. Five major as- 
sault vessels also were bridge- 
head casualties, Alexander said. 

He reported that total losses of 
the Royal Navy and the European 
Allied navies in the Mediterranean 
since the start of the Sicilian cam- 
paign were two cruisers, one mine- 
layer, 10 destroyers, two subma- 
rines and 10 minor war vessels. 

P Called “Pepperpot.” 

The loss of the Spartan, Janus 
and Inglefield previously had 
been announced singly without 
details by the Admiralty. The 
sinking of the Inglefield was dis- 
closed only yesterday, the Janus 
on Feb. 20 and the Spartan on 
Feb. 29. 

The Penelope was a 5220-ton 
vessel commissioned in 1935. The 
Spartan is not listed in Jane's 
Fighting Ships. The Penelope had 
a normal complement of 450 men, 
the 1690-ton Janus 183 men and 
the 1530-ton Inglefield 175 men. 

The Penelope became known 
as “H. M. S. Pepperpot” after it 
had been scarred by 2000 shell 
fragment holes in the Battle of 
Malta. It survived 14 days of 
bombing in Malta’s grand harbor 
during the height of the Axis 
campaign against the Mediter- 
ranean island bastion. On the 
way to Gibraltar the Penelope 
underwent three more days of 
attack, during which 14 torpe- 
does and 3000 tons of bombs) 
were aimed at it by German and 
Italian planes. 

In a 24day period its guns 
fired 35,000 five-inch shells, 6500 
rounds of four-inch shells, 20,000 
two-pounders and 8000 Oerlikon 
antiaircraft shells. 

From Gibraltar it went to the 
United States for refitting and 
on the way home was attacked | 
six times by a total of 20 enemy 
aircraft. 

Allied Convoy Losses. 

Alexander told Commons Allied 


convoy losses were less than one | 
ship in 1000 in the second half of | 
1943, but warned that the U-boats | 
“will try and try again to stage | 
@ comeback.” 

He disclosed that the Mediter- 
ranean route to the East is in full | 
use and said its reopening “is 
worth about a million gross tons, | 
and the liberation’ of North Africa | 
and Italy together have brought | 
in half as much again in actual | 
ships.” He said the British fleet 
now is stronger “in relation to en- 
emy maval strength” than it had 
been since the fall of France. 

Alexander disclosed that 13 Brit- 
ish warships had been sunk on 
Russian convoy duty and, while 
merchant ship losses there were 
heavy, 88 per cent of the cargoes 
got through. 

Only two of 11 blockade runners 
sent from Japan toward Germany 
in the last 12 months reached 
port and both were damaged, he 
reported. 

Alexander, who laid before 
Commons a request for naval ap- 
propriations in an undisclosed 
amount, reported the British mer- 
chant ship output up to the end 
of 1943 appreciably exceeded the 
total for the last war and war- 
ship output was nearly equal. 

The Navy, while devoting its 
immediate effort to sthe coming 
assaults on Europe, “is looking be- 
yond them to the time when we 
shall descend with our full might 
on the Japanese,” he said.

NEW Y@RK, March 7 (AP).— 
Uncle Sam has enough major 
league ball players in his armed 
forces right now to start a pair 
of rival big-time loops. 

After June 15, American and 
National League teams are re- 
atricted to 25 players each or 400 
for the two circuits and a check 
yesterday of the majors’ national 
defense lists shows that the Amer- 
ican League has 203 players in 
the service, while the senior cir- 
cuit has 197 stars in its flag. 

First to go was Eugene Stack, 
rookie pitcher slated for a tryout 
with the Chicago White Sox. He 
was drafted Jan. 7, 1941 and his 
death on June 26, 1942—of a heart 
attack—is the only one among 
the big-time diamond athletes at 
this time. 

Stack, who won 19 games for 
Lubbock, Tex., im 1940 to earn his 
big league trial, died after hurling 
a game for Fort Custer against 
Michigan City. 

Hugh Mulcahy, pitcher for the 
Philadelphia Phils, was tapped by 
Uncle Sam, March 8, 1941 and is 
generally regarded as the first 
full-fledged major leaguer to swap 
his flannels for one of the Army’s 
fighting uniforms. He now is a 
Sergeant. 

Oddly enough, it is another 
pitcher, Johnny Vander Meer of 
the Cincinnati Reds, who is the 
latest addition to the tabulation. 

Vander Meer, only man-ever to 
hurl two consecutive no-hit games 
in the big-time, reported to the 
Sampson, N. Y., naval training 
station last Saturday. 

While baseball officials readily 
admit that the caliber of play to- 
day isn’t on a par with the pre- 
Pearl Harbor brand they also are 
quick to assert that the majors 
will. operate this coming season 
and many are in the throes of 
preparing for the spring training 
season which gets under way in a 
week. 

“We will play as long as we 
have nine men to a club,” K. M.

NAZIS IN TOUGH 
SPOT IN RUSSIA 


By MAJ. GEORGE

NCE again the Russians have 

returned to their persistent ef- 

fort to.cut off the German 
southern armies and push them 
back against the Black Sea or 
across the Rumanian frontier. 
Once again they have _ created 
a situation which is charged with 
potential disaster for the Wehr- 
macht. It remains to be seen 
whether the Nazis can stave off 
disaster as they have done before, 
by counterattack. They cannot, 
this time, stave it off by well- 
timed withdrawal. They have lost 
their strategic freedom of action 
in that respect by clinging too 
long to their advance positions in 
South Russia. 

The Russians may achieve very 
great results if they can hold their 
present gains and particularly if 
they can expand them in the di- 
rections which will bring them to 
full fruition. 

To begin with, the capture of 
Volochisk and other stations does 
not wholly cut off the main %Sup- 
ply route of the German armies 
on the Bug River and in the 
Dnieper River bend. 
the main line of the Warsaw- 
Lwow-Odessa railway; but it cuts 
it west of the junction of Pros- 
kurov, where a by-pass line comes 
in on the south—a line which con- 
nects with the main German-Pol- 
ish railway system both directly 
(via Stanislaw) and also by way 
of a branch line to Tarnopol, 
which latter point is already 
threatened by the Russians, 

Thus, even the capture of Tar- 
nopol would not completely sever 
this vital line of communications 
as long as Proskurov continues in 
German hands. But there can be 
no doubt that seizure of the Volo- 
chisk stretch will much reduce the 
volume of traffic which gan be 
handled to and from the Bug- 
Dnieper area, and to that extent 
will weaken the Nazi fighting 
power there. 

If the Russians were to capture 
Proskurov, that would be quite.an- 
other matter. So far, they are not 
making progress in that direction, 
as indicated by the fact that they 
do not yet claim the capture of 
Starokonstantinov, about halfway 
between Russian-held Shepotovka 
and Proskurov. This suggests that 
the German “bolt positions” which 
cover the vital railway farther 
east have been extended to cover 
Proskurov as well. 
assurance that these positions 
cannot be broken through or out- 
flanked. 

Should Proskurov fall, the next 
question would be whether the 
Germans could immediately re- 
store the situation by counterat- 
tack. Normally one would think 
this rather likely. They have much 
better communications west of 
these positions than Red Army 
forces have to the east.

Against Labor Conscription 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Representative Clare Boothe Luce has 
just come forth with another of her 
periodic solutions to the man-power 
problem which should further increase 
her popularity with those captains of 
industry who prefer their “free enter- 
prise” to be entirely free of such both- 
ersome factors as collective bargaining 
and fair labor standards. 1 refer, of 
course, to her bill to draft a “limited” 
number of non-fathers into war-sup- 
porting industries by placing them in 
the Army and using them in whatever 
jobs the draft authorities may see fit 
to assign to them. 

The only important respect in which 
this bill differs from her previous 4F 
labor draft bill is that this bill would 
put the men into army uniforms and 
place them under direct military con- 
trol, whereas the previous bill, which 
met a deservedly cold congressional re- 
ception, would have set up a civilian la- 
bor corps somewhat like Hitler’s Labor 
Front. The essential principle of forc- 
ing American citizens to work for the 
private profit of individuals or private 
companies is still there, and it is as ob- 
jectionable as ever to anyone who 
thought the question of slavery was set- 
tled by the Civil War. 

Representative Laice’s proposal for a 
“limited” conscription of labor is like 
the camel's nose under the tent—it 
would be a good opening wedge for the 
eventual destruction of collective bar- 
gaining and free labor organizations. 

A free and vigilant labor movement is 
the best defense against totalitarianism 
at home—even the kind with sex appeal.

Proposes Postwar Project 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Our plans for local postwar employ- 
ment should give consideration to the 
possibilities offered by the construction 
of central steam generating plants in 
various parts of the city and high-den- 
sity populated areas of the county. The 
steam would be distributed to buildings 
for heating and other purposes for 
which steam can be used. 

The idea is not new, as many of the 
downtown buildings here are heated by 
steam produced at a central plant by 
a local utility. The same is true in 
many of the larger cities of the country. 

This is a project which can be han- 
died as a private or municipal enter- 
prise. It would not put a load on the 
taxpayer.

Last, and possibly the 
most important benefit: It ultimately 
would be the final solution to the smoke 
problem.

Efforts to promote unity at home and among 
the United Nations, and to correct by education 
the racial prejudices of which our Axis enemies 
make great capital, have suffered a setback, at 
the hands of Army aareee ition and the House 
Military Committee. 

This setback came when the War Department 
abandoned its plan for limited distribution of a 
10-cent pamphlet, “The Races of Mankind.” The 
House, committee had threatened to “expose the 
motives behind this book.” 

The. 32-page pamphlet was issued last October 
Committee, a non-profit. 
group composed of educators arid social scientists, 
as one of its monthly series on timely issues. 


. Authors of the pamphlet are Prof. Ruth Benedict 


and Dr. Gene Weltfish of the Columbia Univer- 
sity Department of Anthropology. The pamphlet 
was prepared under the supervision of a com- 
mittee of the American Ansociation of Scientific 
Workers. 

Certainly racial relations are a timely and 
often controversial subject, but the writers treat 
it with high objectivity, in simple language and 
ample documentation. Every statement they 
make is based either on scientific findings or on 
such sound American documents as the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Constitution. 

The writers do not deliver a harangue, but 
merely present faets about the world’s varied 
races, Their only thesis is a denial of the Nazi 
“master race” doctrine, and a plea for inter-racial 
co-operation over the world, such as the Presi- 
dent and other leaders have often made. They 
hope for victory in this war, “in the name, not 
of one race or another, but of the universal 
human race.” Since we have millions of citizens 
and of allies. who belong to colored races, this is 
surely sound doctrine. 

Yet this ealm and candid portrayal a af- 
fronted certain race-sensitive persons. Represen- 
tative May of Kentucky, chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee, says he and other members were 
irked by the pamphiet’s statements about the 


Negro’s mental qualities. As shown by the sec- 


tion of the pamphlet reprinted on this page, 
these statements are based on official . Worid 
War I figures, which attest only the obvious fact 
that educational and economic opportunities were 
better in the North than in the South, for both 
white and Negro citizens. 

The fact that the Army had only 55,000 of 
these pamphlets shows it did not intend to 
broadcast them wholesale. The book was in- 
tended entirely for officers teaching orientation 
courses, one of whose purposes is to refute the 
Nazi “master race” doctrine. 

Certainly this dangerous doctrine cannot be 
better refuted than by citing the scientific facts 
and the democratic principles that testify against 
it. Every soldier and every citizen who consid- 
ers the race question from such an aspect will 
be a better American for having done so. 

As Father Heithaus of St. Louis University said 
a few weeks ago in his address on the subject, 
“Ignorance is the school of race prejudice... . 
It blinds the intellect and it hardens the heart.” 

It is unfortunate for our country that blind 
prejudice ig still powerful enough to bar from 
our Army this pamphlet with its calm elucida- 
tion of an important principle among those 
democratic aims for which we are fighting.

The railroad accident last night at Pompano, 
Fla., in which 23 persons were injured, is still 
another black mark on the record of the railroads, 
still another disaster for which, on the face of 
it, there is no excuse—and no reason except fail- 
ure of men on the job. 

A fast passenger train of the Florida Bast 
Coast Railway struck a freight engine. What 
was the freight engine doing on the track? 
Railroad rules require a switch engine to clear 
the track at least 10 minutes before the time for 
the approach of a train with the right of way. 

Substantially the same thing happened last 
August at Wayland, N. Y., on the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna & Western Railroad. A switch engine 
obstructed the track, in violdtion of rules, and 
29 passengers were killed, 114 injured. 

When will the ICC go farther than a detached 
statement that thus-and-such happened, in these 
instances of the failure of railroad employes to 
observe the rules? When will it say what is to 
be done either to make careless railroad men 
careful or to take them out of railroading? 
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Representative Engel’s report of how much it 
costs ($75,000 annually) to mow the Pentagon 
Building lawns, is disappointing.- He could have 
made it more constructive by including an esti- 
mate on the cost and upkeep of a herd of goats.

STORM OVER A RAT HOLE 
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Science Looks at the Race Problem 


‘The Mirror 
. eka 
Public Opinion 


Investigators’ data show that educational and economic opportunity 
have much to do with regults of mental tests, says pamphlet barred 
by Army; both races make low scores where conditions are bad, 
and each does better where area's school expenditures are larger. 


From “The Races of Maykind,” by Gene Weltfish and Ruth Benedict;

This war, for the first time, has brought 
home to Americans the fact that the whole 
world has’ been made one neighborhood. Our 
armed forces are in North Africa with its 
Negro, Berber and Near East peoples. They 
are in India. They are in China, They are 
tn the Solomons with their dark-skinned 
Melanesians. 


Americans know better than most how 
much hard feeling there can be when peo- 
ple of different races and nationalities have 
to live together and be part of one commu- 
nity. Today, when what we all want more 
than anything else is to win this war, most 
Americans are confident that, whatever 
our origins, we shall be able to pull to- 
gether to a final victory. 


Hitler, though, has always believed we 
were wrong; he has believed that hard feel- 
ing would break out and leave us defeated. 
He has believed especially that America 
was a land where peoples of all origins 
were ready to fall to fighting among them- 
selves. 


The Evidence of Ability 


In any great issue that concerns this war, 
we turn to science. We need the scientist 
on the race front. Scientists have studied 
race, All that they have learned is impor- 
tant to us at this crucial moment, 

When they study racial differences, scien- 
tists investigate the way by which particu- 
lar traits are passed on from parents to 
children. They measure head form and 
identify skin color on a color chart. They 
map out the distribution of different kinds 
of hair or noses in the world. Scientists 
recognize that these differences do not 
themselves show better or worse qualities 
in peoples, any more than bay horses are 
better than black ones. They know that 
to prove that a bay horse is superior to a 
black one you have to do more than iden- 
tify its skin color on a color chart; you 
have to test its abilities, 

Science therefore treats human racial dif- 
ferences as facts to be studied and mapped. 
It treats racial superiorities as a separate 
field of investigation, it looks for evidence. 
When a Nazi says, “I am a blue-eyed 
Aryan and you are non-Aryan,” he means 
“IT am superior and you are inferior.” The 
scientist says: “On what evidence do you 
base your claim to be superior?” 


Basis of Race Prejudice 


.Race prejudice turns on this point of in- 
feriority and superiority. The man with 
race prejudice says of a man of another 
race, “No matter who he is, I don’t have 
to compare myself with him. I’m superior 
anyway. I was born that way.” 


It is the study of racial superiorities and 
inferiorities, therefore, which is most im- 
portant in race relations, This investiga- 
tion, to have any meaning at all, must get 
evidence for and against the man who says, 
“I was born that way. My race is. proof 
that I am the better man.” /It must be an 
investigation of what is better and what 
is worse in traits passed down by inherit- 
ance. 


The first thing we want to know scien- 
tifically is what traits a man is born with 
and what things happen to him after he 
is born. If he is lucky after he is born, hg 
will have good food, good care, good educa- 
tion, and a good start in life; these are not 


sthings of which he can boast: “I was born 
that way.” 

The most careful investigations of in- 
telligence have been made in America 
among Negroes and whites. The scientist 
realizes that every time he measures in- 
telligence in any man, black or white, his 
results show the intelligence that man 
was born with plus what happened to him 
since he was born, The scientist has a 
lot of proof of this. 


The Difference in Education 


For instance, in the First World War, 
intelligence tests were given to the 
A. E, F.; they showed that Negroes made 
a lower score on intelligence tests than 
whites. But the tests also showed that 
Northerners, black and white, had higher 
scores than Southerners, black and white. 


Everyone knows that Southerners are 
inborn equals of Northerners, but in 1917 
many Southern states’ per capita expendi- 
tures for schools were only fractions of 
those in Northern states; housing and 
diet and income were far below average, 
too, Since the vast majority of Negroes 
lived in the South, their score on the in- 
telligence te@t was a score they got not 
only as Negroes, but as Americans who 
had grown up under poor conditions in 
the South. Scientists. therefore compared 
the scores of Southern whites and North- 
ern Negroes. 

Median Scores on A. E. F. Intelligence Tests. 

SOUTHERN WHITES: 
Mississippi — — — — — — 41.25 
Kentucky 
Arkansas 

NORTHERN NEGROES: 


Negroes with better luck after they 
were born got higher scores than whites 
with less luck. The white race did badly 
where economic conditions were bad and 
schooling was not provided, and Negroes 
living under better conditions surpassed 
them. The differences did not arise be- 
cause people were from the North or the 
South, or because they were white or 
black, but because of differences in in- 
come, education, cultural advantages and 
other opportunities. 


RECORD OF A WOMAN JURY 


From the Chicago Sun, 

When Edward Damiani and Alvin Krause 
went on trial here for a sordid and brutal 
murder, they faced an all-woman jury, One 
of the jurors was worried about her five- 
month-old baby. The trial was complicated 
by the mutual hostility of the two defend- 
ants, by pleas that the police had used 
third-degree methods to force a confession, 
and by somewhat quixotic tendencies dis- 
played in testimony by Damiani. 

Positive eyewitness evidence, however, 
placed the two men on the scene of the 
murder, where they killed a young woman 
by spraying her with poison gas in an at- 
tempted robbery. The 12 woman jurors 
ignored the non-essentials and convicted 
both defendants, imposing life sentences. 

‘Chicago, which has seen more than its 
share of chicken-hearted and irresponsible 
juries, received from these women an ef- 
fective lesson in the acceptanc of civic ob- 
ligationa, 


Book by an Anonymous Writer 
Spills Vitriol on Washington 


*‘Washington Broadcast,” by “The Man at the Micre- 
phone.’’ (Doubleday, Doran & Co,., Inc., Garden 
Oty, N. Y.) 

This flippant, flighty, traipsing treatise 
on the panorama of the nation’s capital is 
not all bad. It does contain a plethora of 
historical fact, dished up in a frothy pseudo- 
modern fricassee, and a few portraits of 
Washington bigwigs that are fairly ac- 
curate and slightly colorful. But for the 
most part, it is easy to guess why the au- 
thor—-or “broadcaster,” as he cutely pre 
fers to be termed—decided to remain an 
anonymous wit. 

The most important thing about the book 
is that it reflects the biased, reactionary, 
violently anti-@dministration slant of a very 
substantial portion of the press and radio 
corps covering Washington affairs. This 
may be only natural, since they are as- 
signed to the capital by their ultra-con- 
servative publishers and radio-owners, In 
any case, they afford an unhappy contrast 
to the minority of independent newsmen 
of integrity who have managed to survive, 


For example, take this gem from “the 
broadcaster's” book: “Xanton, William A.— 
A personable Washingtonian who, as su- 
pervisor of city refuse, may some day be 
called upon to send forth his trucks te 
gather up the remnants of one of the great- 
est administrative fiascos in the history 
of the United States.” Obviously, the name 
“Xanton” was plucked from obscurity to 
give the author a chance to deliver this 
devastating witticism against the New Deal. 

Or this: “Office space is ungettable ex- 
cept for the New Deal, whose expanding 
dynamics, like those of National Socialism, 
require an ever-increasing staff of clerical 
dawdlers who must be provided with thouw- 
sands of square feet of floor space for con- 
ferring on policy, designing questionnaires, 
planning departmental tennis matches, 
wrecking typewriters, stuffing file cabinets 
with dead documents and coming to herd 
each fortnight with a vicious grab at the 
Treasury's general fund.” 
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It can thus be readily seen that reading 
this “broadcaster's” stuff is like going 
through the pages of the Patterson-McCor- 
mick press. Because it is out of focus, be- 
cause it lacks solid perspective, it loses 
credibility and any claim to seriousness. 
That leaves it as a possible bit of entertain- 
ment, but here, too, it miscues, for its gos 
sip and chitchat.are stale to the point of 
boredom. 

As to the identity of the Mystery Man 
who wrote it, Society Columnist Evelyn 
Peyton Gordon of the Washington News 
wrote: “Now, don’t try to guess who the 
anonymous author is, You'll never guess 
in a million years. Simply because he 
doesn't live in Washington and not many 
of you know him, anyhow, I happen to 
know who he is, but can’t tell.” Okay,

But 
they cannot be destroyed without 
destroying the wil) of all their 
members, as we must have learned 
from the mistakes of the Nazis

But, says the Times, “it is un- 
thinkable that Germany’s essential 
industries and systems of power 
and transportation should remain 
exclusively in German hands. Ger- 
many's economic capacity must be 
firmly welded into a European 
system maintained by a backing 
of force.” 


In Whose Hands? 


We are highly suspicious of this 

ent. If Germany's essential 
industries are not to remain ex- 
clusively in German hands, in 
whose hands are they to be put? 
If they are to be welded into an 
all-European system, into what 
kind of a system? They are al- 
ready welded into an all-Euro- 
pean system backed by force—the 
new order. The chief but not ex- 
clusive stockholders of this new 
order are Germans. Are we. to 
keep it, and just remove the Ger- 
mans? 

Germany's essential industries 
were not exclusively in German 
hands after the last war, nor dur- 
ing the entire period of German 
rearmament, and the non-German 
owners collaborated as actively or 
passively with Hitler as did the 
Germans, 

In fact, without non-German col- 
laborators and their powerful con- 
nections with European industries 
and chancelleries Hitler could not 
have rearmed at all. 

German industry, thoroughly 
cartellized inside Germany was 
joined in intimate collaboration 
with French, British, and to les- 
ser extent, American. Its non- 
German leaders were the pre- 
Munich appeasers and, on the 
continent, the post-defeat collab- 
orationists, 


International Ownership. 


Germany had no adequate war 
potential until the Nazis suc- 
ceeded by the conquest of Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Norway and 
France in securing sufficient sup- 
plies of iron ore. Germany pro- 
duced only five per cent of the 
iron needed even for peace pur- 
poses, and had little copper, no 
nickel, and had to import all al- 
loys. Had it not been for the 
Anglo-German clearing agree- 
ments made in October, 1934, and 
for the liberal terms on which the 
Nazis were later supplied with al- 
loys, ore and oil, Germ ny could 
not have rearmed even if formally 
allowed to do So. 

A large part of the shares of 
German heavy industry belonged 
to French nationals. — ee, 
the whole iron and steel in@ustry 
of the Aix la Chapelle region and 
the best iron, coal and steel busi- 
ness in Westphalia—the “Gutehof- 
fnungschuette”—were wholly in 
French possession. The French 
held a large part of the shares in 
the best mining companies of 
Westphalia and the great steel 
trust. 


The iron ore of Austria fell into 
German hands by British and 
French consent. Without the oc- 
cupation of Czechoslovakia—the 
most highly armed of the small 
neighbors, with the greatest arms 
industry and the most critical 
strategical position—the war could 
not have begun. The British 
Runciman Commission opened the 
way for this. 


Even American firms assisted 
Germany to rearm. Large auto- 
motive works in Germany were of 
American ownership and under 
political pressure expanded their 
works for re-armament. 


No Guarantee of Peace. 


The German ownership of firms 
was not basic to this war. It was 
the policy of the heavy industries 
of all.-Europe and of the govern- 
ments attentive to them, that 
treated Hitler with a respect with- 
held from the German Republic. 
They swallowed the idea of an 
armed Germany as a bulwark 
against Russia and encouraged 
Hitler in dreams of eastward ex- 
pansion. 

If, then, the idea of the London 
Times is an all-European cartel, 
with part of the German shares 
transferred to non-German owners, 
and perhaps with European gov- 
ernments buying in to 51 per cent 
of the stock, there is nothing in 
the record to indicate that this 
would guarantee peace. It would 
only internationalize the interests 
that in some future might profit 
by German rearmament. 


dustry should be the reparation of 
damages caused in the countries 
of Nazi victims, by the output of 
these industries. Their sharehold- 
ers, who have profited by this war 
should win no additional profits 
from the reconstruction. Under 
such circumstances no one will 
want their shares and German 
industry will clearly learn that 
war does not pay. 


Hitler and the Trusts. 


A new German democracy must 
be strong enough to dismember 
the German cartel-monopolies that 
have exercised so pernicious a po- 
litical influence and strangled 
economic freedom and genuine pri- 
vate enterprise, and a liberated 
Europe must be strong enough to 
smash the interlocking trusts that 
have been Hitler’s most ardent col- 
laborators. A centralized économic 
system, maintained by force, with 
weak political governments, means 
the servitude of Europe to a super- 
cartel, no matter in whose hands 
the ownership may lie, and that 
servitude would certainly have to 
be maintained by fore the 
London Times realistically recog- 
nizes. 

Fortunately the prelude to this 
war is well enough known to the 
peoples of Europe to preclude their 
acceptance of foreign or domestic 
shareholders as arbiters of their 
destinies. : 

Nor do I see American boys 
maintaining that servitude over 
Europe—not for long.

SOMPOSERS DISCUSS 
MUSIC IN EDUCATION 


White Spirituals and Origin 
of “Pistol-Packin’ Mamma” 
Topics at Convention. 


A group of contemporary com- 
posers discussed the place of 
modern music in education before 
a general session of the Music 
Educators’ National Conference at 
Hotel Jefferson this morning. The 
discussion followed a program 
made up of their own composi- 
tions. 

The panel included Henry Cow- 
ell, music consultant of the Office 


of War Information, New York 
City; Elie Siegmeister, director of 
the American Ballad Singers, New 
York City; Roy Harris, Colorado 
Springs, Colo.; William Schuman, 
Bronxville, N. Y., and several con- 
vention delegates. 

At a meeting yesterday after- 
noon, the singing teachers put an 
indirect stamp of approval on 
“Pistol * Packin’ Mamma” an 
similar ballads. Toward the end 
of a program of American folk 
songs featuring audience partici- 
pation, Frank Luther, of New 
York City, author and specialist 
in folk music, introduced “Here, 
Rattler, Here,” a song of the 
mountain people about a faithful 
dog. The first few measures of 
the tune established it as the 
melodic ancestor of “Pistol Pack- 
in’ Mamma” of the modern juke 
box. The teachers sang heartily. 


White Spirituals. 


“The white spirituals were fore- 
runners of the Negro spirituals, 
which were merely adaptations to 
meet the need of the Negro,” 
Luther said. “In turn, we may 
expect much of our popular music 
in years to come to originate in 
the spirituals and the folk songs 
of the past.” He cited the appeal 
of “Green Grow the Lilacs,” a cow- 
boy song from the plains of Texas. 

Siegmeister, in an address before 
the convention, pointed out that 
folk songs often were the music of 
the living people, not something 
remote from the past. “Folk sing- 
ers,” he said, “approach music not 
as something special or sacred, 
but as a part of — they ex- 

rience. Pa cally, they know 
aris — except that 
they enjoy it.” He ericouraged the 
teachers to foster improvisations 
by their pupils and recommended 
that folk music be isolated in no 
special category. 

Folk Music in Campaigns. 

The use of folk music in polit- 
ical campaigns, such as employed 
by James H. Davis, Governor-des- 
ignate of Louisiana, received in- 
dorsement from Charles Seeger, 
chief of the music division of the 
Pan American Union, who, in com- 
menting upon the program, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that people 
should be interested not so much 
in good music as in what music 
is good for. 

“If music hasn’t use, I'll have 
nothing to do with it,” he said. 
He explained that the currently 
popular hill-bi~y tunes such as 
Davis composes and sings are dis- 
tinguished more as a way of per- 
forming music than as a kind of 
‘music itself. 

Miss Margaret Lowry of Great 
Neck, Long Island, chairman of 
the Folk Music Committee, said 
that revivals of traditional ballads 
may be the growing pains from 
which a great American music 
may emerge. 


DR. CORTEZ F, ENLOE DIES; 
HELD STATE APPOINTIVE POSTS 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 7.— 
Dr. Cortez F. Enloe, veteran phy- 
sician and formerly active in Re- 
publican politics in Missouri, died 
this morning in a hospital, after 
an illness of three weeks. He was 
62. years old, 

During the administration of the 
late Gov. Sam A. Baker he was 
regarded as Baker’s “Col. House,” 
and at times was a storm center 
of the administration, particularly 
while he was serving as State Di- 
rector of Penal Institutions.

FOR SICK VETERANS 


{Barnes Hospital Psychiatrist 


Says Learning to Play 
Aids in Recovery. 


A liberal use of recreational mu- 
sic in rehabilitation of returning 
war veterans can have great ma- 
terial value in the Government's 
psychiatric hospitals, Dr. Paul 
Kubitschek, psychiatrist of Barnes 
Hospital and head of the city’@ psy- 
chopathic clinic, said last night 
at a panel discussion at the City 
useum. The meeting, spon- 


“Development of the mechanics 
required in learning to play mu- 
sical instruments,” he said, “will 
furnish a release for energy and 
emotions. Those without particu- 
lar talent are likely to get more. 
out of the experience than the 
talented.” 

Dr. Kubitschek said that some 
sort of musical instrument would 
be provided every man, regardless 
of his handicap. Those easiest to 
comprehend will be the most ser- 
viceable, he pointed out, mention- 
ing harmonicas, banjos and uke- 
leles as examples. 

Among others on the panel were 
representatives of schools for the 
handicapped. C, E. Stevens of the 
Michael School for crippled chil- 
dren praised music as a medium 
for expressing personality that 
helps to remove fear and lack of 
confidence. Miss Mary Kate Wa- 
ters of the Central Institute for 
the Deaf. discussed the contribu- 
tion which ability to sing songs 
and to dance to music makes to 
the social rehabilitation of older 
deaf children. 

“Music is the only art in which 
the blind consider themselves 
equal,” Robert H. Thompson of 
the Missouri School for the Blind 
said. “Dexterity of finger move- 
ments gained through playing the 
piano has aided many blind people 
in establishing themselves in war 
industries,” 

Dr. Kubitschek emphasized the 
part that occupational therapists 
must play in providing adequate 
leadership in the postwar era. He 
declared that music must have a 
functional value, oftentimes pro- 
viding more pleasure for the pro- 
ducer than for the consumer, if it 
is to have therapeutic worth. 

A group of unidentified business 
men, playing informal instruments 
such as the guitar, the harmonica 
and the saxophone, demonatrated 
the recreational value of music, By 
a chance placement of chairs, the 
background for the ensemble was 
an El Greco painting, depicting 
St. Peter with upturned counte- 
nance and apologetic expression. 
The numbers, which both musi- 
clans and audience enjoyed, in- 
cluded “Comin’ Round the Moun- 
tain,” “Chicken Meal,” and “Dig 
Me a Grave in Missouri.”

IS PUT IN PLANE

hauled out, and are lying on the 
ground alongside the planes, when 
the armorers arrive. This day 
they were loading 250-pound demo- 
lition bombs. These were about 


three feet long and 10 inches'B 


thick, and tapered at both ends. 


The boys roll them to the planes | 


by kicking them along with their 
feet. They roll six under each 
plane. The bomb-bay doors are al- 
ready hanging down open. The 
armorers crawl under them and 
then can stand erect with their 
heads inside the bomb bay. 

One of them takes an 18-inch 
clamp from the bay wall and 
hooks it into two steel rings in 
the back. Then two of them grab 
the bomb and heave it up. 


As it rises, a third gets under 
it and lifts with his shoulders. 
The two others put it into posi- 
tion. 

It is good heavy heaving. Only 
the rugged ones stay on as armor- 
ers. ow and then somebody 
slips and a bomb falls on an ar- 
morer, but serious accidents are 
rare, . 

After the bombs are clamped 
inside the bomb bay, they put in 
the fuses. The bomb has a steel 
plug in each end. The boys un- 
screw these plugs, and screw the 
fuses on both ends. I asked what 
it was for.- The boys said, so 
that if one fuse didn’t work the 
other one would, 

Each fuse has a little metal pro- 
peller on it. When the bomb is 
dropped the propeller starts whirl- 
ing, and after dropping about 500 
feet it unscrews itself enough to 
become a plunger and “arm” the 
bomb, as they call it. Then when 
the bomb hits the ground, this 
plunger is forced back and the 
bomb is discharged. 

There must, of course, be some 
guarantee that propellers don’t 
get to whirling inside the planes. 
So the boys take a piece of wire 
and fasten it into the clamp from 
which the bomb hangs. Then they 
run each end of the wire through 
two small holes in the propellers, 
thus locking them. 

When the bomb is released, this 
wire remains fastened to the plane 
and the ends slip out of the little 
propellers, freeing them. 

If the pilot has to salvo his 
bombs over friendly territory,

The 
State War Ballot Commission 
would forward the information to 
local election boards, which would 
mail directly to the voter a ballot 
and self-addressed return envelope, 
all of a size and weight complying 
with Army and Navy wishes. 

The service men would mark the 
ballots for any or every office list- 
ed and mail them to the commis- 
sion, which would forward them to 
local election boards. 

This method, Dewey told the 
Legislature, “provides a ballot 
about which there will be no con- 
stitutional question and with no 
opportunity for organized fraud, 
such as might be the case with 
other proposals.”

is to stay. there after you get 
there, 

Staying in the Kuriles, close to 
the main fulcra of Japanese sea 
and air power, would be quite a 
trick, at this stage of the war. 
Lack of anchorages would set in- 
tolerable limitations on the num- 
ber of ships that could be worked 
at any time, and the stream of 
supplies would be reduced to a 
dribble or completely cut off 
whenever the wind blew. Fog and 
storms would greatly reduce the 
effectivness of our best weapon in 
this kind of job—our carrier- 
borne air umbrella. 

On the other hand, the Japs 
would be operating from nearby 
land bases and with the advantage 
of superior ability to make me- 
teorological forecasts, for the 
weather moves from west to east. 
Their air strikes could be organ- 
ized at the drop of a hat and 
would be down on our necks when- 
ever the weather lifted for a brief 
time. Our protective “screens of 
warships, in order to find secur- 
ity for frequent refuelings and 
provisionings, would have to * 
—* dangerously far fr 

nd the Jap fleet's Pion 
re only a few hours’ sailing 
ietames away. 


Too Small for Depots. 


Finally, the Kurile land masses 
are far too small to permit us to 
pile up the kind of major supply 
depots necessary to a further de- 
cisive push against the main Japa- 
nese islands, 

Which is not to say this north- 
ern route won't be used, for de- 
spite all these objections, it is a 
good bet that American forces 
will land in the Kuriles before the 
war is over. It will be launched 
when we are ready to swing cli- 
mactic punches from one, two or 
three other directions. When the 
time comes, Japan won't be able 
to defend its northern approaches 
adequately except by withdrawing 
strength from other areas where 
it is even more urgently needed, 
Yet Japan cannot neglect the 
northern danger, because of the 
menace which bombing strips in 
the Kuriles would afford its big 
cities. Tokyo already senses the 
discomfitures of this ultimate di- 
lemmatic plight and its reactions 
under the circumstances are per- 
fectly normal: panicky dismissal 
of top-ranking generals and ad- 
mirals; hysterically urgent pleas 
to the workers for “just one more 
airplane, just one more ship.”

—Congress’ newest economy drive 
was thrown into high gear today 
as the House Appropriations 
Committee recommended a $91, 
235,064 reduction in the funds re- 
quested for various Federal agen- 
cles in the first deficiency supply 
bill of 1944, Committee action left 
the total of proposed new appro- 
priations at $500,103,748. 

The biggest cuts by the commit- 
tee were $22,500,000 from the 
$150,000,000 requested by the Fed- 
eral Works Agency for communi- 


$25,000,000 sought by the National 
Housing Agency for war. housing 
construction; and rejection of a 
request for $39,436,884 for restora- 
tion of the capital impairment of 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. 

After slashing the requests for 
new funds, the committee refused 


000 in funds previously etn ah 
ated and for contract authoriza- 
tions of $10,000,000, 

The committee reduced from 
$130,000,000 to $120,000,000 the 
Navy's request for authorization 
to construct additional repair 
yards, Congressional action was 
completed today on an emergency 
measure authorizing thig program 
when the House passed the legis- 
lation without a dissenting vote 
and sent it to the White House, 
— actual appropriation is to fol- 
ow. 

The committee granted the full 
$30,000,000 sought by the Veterans’ 
Administration for construction of 
hospital facilities, 

In cutting the funds for com- 
munity facilities, the committee 
put a limitation of 4 per cent on 
funds that may be used for ad- 
ministrative purposes, and empha-/ 5 
sized that new facilities should 
be confined “to the type of com- 
mercial establishment the absence 
or inaccessibility of which is the 
cause of absenteeism.” 

In explanation of the $17,500,- 


committee said the need for such 
housing was declining. 

Refusing CCC’s impaired capi- 
tal plea, the committee stated the 
corporation had a balance of $25,- 
045,814 on Dec. 31 and was author- 
ized to borrow funds with repay- 
ment guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment.

HE following is similar information to that which appeared 
T in this column yesterday about the Navy: “The Maritime 

Commission now leaves the selection of sponsors, as well 
as other details of launching arrangements, in the hands of 
the officials of the various shipyards building ships for us... . 
It is believed that the yards endeavor to sélect women from 
many walks of life—nurses, service women, wives of men who 
have contributed to industry or society in various fields of 
_ endeavor, women who have been suggested by organizations 
er communities for meritorious service, etc. In all shipyards 
it is customary for about eyery third or fourth ship launched 
to be christened by someone selected from among the workers 
in the yard,

“In cqnnection with sponsors for the Liberty Ships . . , it 
is customary for the shipyard officials to invite the nearest of 
kin of the men for whom the ships are named, when the kin 
ere easily available. They follow the practice of inviting the 
widow or daughter, if they are available, and on a few occa- 
sions a sister of the deceased min has been honored where there 
was no widow or daughter. If no close relative is alive, the 
shipyard, I believe, usually selects someone from the shipyard 
er the community. A great many of the names recently as- 
signed to vessels honor men who have died within the last 
decade and naturally the yards endeavor to have the widow, 
daughter or sometimes a granddaughter, officiate.

Allergy Can 


Cause Many 


Symptoms

YPERSENSITIVITY, or al- 
H lergy, is a cause of a large 
number of symptom-complexes, 
more or less annoying, from asth- 
ma and hay fever to itchiness 
and dermatitis. Seldom sufficient 
to lay a person low or be danger- 
ous, they still account for several 
million examples of acute discom- 
fort in the world; 

Two kinds may be distinguished 
—general and local. In one, the 
offending substance gets in the 
blood and produces widespread 
manifestatjons in sensitive organs 
examples are hives, asthma and 
digestive upsets. The other comes 
in contact with surface cells and 
these respond with signs of irri- 
tation — examples are hay fever 
and contact-dermatitis.

ONE REASON the skin irrita- 
tion of contact dermatitis goes on 
so long ie that the object which 
causes it is so familiar that it is 
never suspected or implicated, 

A hint as to the cause of one of 
these cases of dermatitis can be 
gained by considering the place 
where the skin eruption occurs. 

A Detroit physician, Dr. George 
L. Waldbott, sent out a question- 
naire to a number of dermatolo- 
gists asking them to indicate on 
a chart the commonest causes, in 
their experience, of eruptions on 
different parts of the body. The 
results were: 

Forehead: Hatband, hair net, 
bathing cap. \ 

Nose: Spectacle frame. 

Ears: Earrings, ear phone. 

Face: Cosmetics, shaving soaps, 
creams, lotions, bed clothes (pil- 
lowslips, blankets). 

Neck: Starch in collar, scarves, 
jewelry. — 

Shoulder: Suspenders, slips, dry 
cleaning fluid, aal polish (from 
touching fingers to neck). 

‘Armpits: Depilatory, deodorant, 
dry cleaning fluid, dress shield. 

Over chest: Brassiere, match 
box in vest pocket. 

Middle of Back: Zipper. 

Hands: Gloves, liquid soap dis- 
penser, ring, powder, matches, 
handling flowers (primroses lead). 

Waist: Truss, shorts, sanitary 
belt, girdle, diaper, rubber pad, 
toilet seat, bathing trunks. 

Legs: Matches in trouser pock- 
et, dry cleaning fluid, garters, 
garter clasps, socks, oil on trou- 
serg of workers, theater seat (on 
back of foreleg), depilatory, ga- 
loshes (fur lining especially), arm

LOCAL REACTION of this 
kind have some peculiarities 
which are the result of. the cell 
reactions, and which we do not 
understand entirely. The local 
skin cells may not react when 
first brought into contact with 
the offending substance, but then 
gradually and slowly develop sen- 
sitiveness which gets worse with 
every contact. | 

For example, a man may use 
the same shaving preparation — 
cream or soap, for years and have 
no reaction from it, and then 
suddenly his face becomes sensi- 
tive and begins to itch after 
every shave. Changing to another 
kind of preparation clears him up 
entirely.

‘ Answer: The mental deficiency 
of spinal meningitis follows im- 
mediately on the attack, with no 
interval between.

The so-called shock treat- 
ment is valuable in certain cases.
